the past few months and the certainty of 
a discontinued demand for Canadian 
lumber in tbe United States owing to the 
reetrictiona of the new tariff. TJndtr 
these circnmstances the readiness of the 
" shantymen," as they are locally called, 
to engaco in anything tbatproniiBes per- 
manent employment is being taken ad- 
vantapeof by at least one Ottawa lumber 
tinn. K. Moore of the Moore l.umberOo., 
is now engaging uien.at if-10 per inontli to 
t;o to tho Yukon country and he is hav- 
ing his pick of the best river men in the 
Ottaw.T district. As miners they may 
not count for much, but in portaging 
and boating auppiiea they certainly 
have no equals, so thai with the preeent 
cont'estian of freight at Dyea the Moore 
outlit can at least bu profitably employed 
in transportation work wlien spring 
opens up. 

In Kovember next the term of Lieut. - 
Governor Dewdney, ofBritisli Columbia 
expires and already the federal authori- 
ties at Ottawa are teellne the weight of 
local preesure for tho appointment of 
his BucciiB^or. Senator Mclnnes ia sup- 
ported in bome quarters, but the bulk of 
the Jjibi ral inlluenco in Britisii Colum- 
bia is being thrown in for JMr.

POLICE FOR KLONDYKE. 

Detachment of Twenty About to Leave 
Reglna.,Ja Advance of tbe 
Large Body. 

Wi.v.NTii'EG, Aug. 2. — Commissioner 
Herclimer, of tho INTorthwest mounted 
police, returned to-day from Ottawa 
where he has been arranging tho details 
for the departure of a strong detachment 
of mounted police for the Y'ukon dis- 
trict. Twenty policemen will leave 
Eegina to-morrow under Captain Adams 
for Dyea and Lake Lindcrman, where 
they will build boats lor the main body 
of police to follow from Eegina on the 
15th. Tlie party will be equipped with 
pack horses, " husky " dogs, and • pre- 
pared for winter travel. 

AFFAIRS OF GREECE. 

Lord Salisbnry on Some of the Problems of 
the Situation. 

Lo.NDO.v, Aug. 2. — The Marquis of Sal- 
isbury, replying in ttie House of Lords 
to-day to the Liberal leader, the Earl of 
Kimberley, as to the state of tlie peace 
negotiations betweenGreece and Turkey, 
said it was no wonder the patience of 
many people was sorely tried by the de- 
lay. Lord Salisbury explained that the 
territory conquered by the Turkish 
army was only assigned to Greece by 
international arrangement and therefore 
the powers' voice in regard to its dispos- 
al was recognized by the Sultan. 
The latter was ' right in demanding 
security against incursions such as those 
which liad brought about the present 
war. It was also reasonable to hold that 
the Greek communities should not be 
placed under Turkia rule. 

Tlie Premier further asserted that Her 
Majesty's minister believed these ([uea- 
tions had been settled and that Turkey 
had accepted the frontier lino traced by 
the military attaches of the embassies of 
the powers. Speaking of the indemnity 
to be tiaitl lo Turkey by Greece, the 
Premier said : 

" There comes in the mysterious and 
diflicult question of the German bond- 
liolders. We do not think any interna- 
tional duty lies on Europe to provide for 
their payment, though I admit ■ they 
have been long unpaid,"

President Licbes Realizes That His 
Company Must Share With 
the Pelagic Sealers. " 



Olevelanb, Ohio, Ang. 1.— Prof, 
Henry W. Elliott, has written a scatMng 
letter to the Plaindealer regarding the 
seal conference, supplementing tbe one 
of a few days ago to the Assistant Secre- 
tary of State. He says : " In the foreign 
press Monday there appeared an entirely 
misleading account of the fur seal con- 
ference,' which Lord Salisbury has finally, 
at the urgent perEoiial appeal of John 
Hay, authorized. I protest against this 
studied attempt to deceive the people as 
to the scope and extent of that confer- 
ence and the inference which may be 
drawn, that it is to be of the slightest 
gain to the Arnerican case. 

" In the first place we have had the 
official refusal of Lord Salisbury to re- 
open this seal question in any way af- 
fecting existing rules and regulations as 
established by the Paris tribunal in 
1893. This refusal was made on April 
2lBt last, and not a thing has taken 
place which has altered Salisbury's 
stand. Mr. Foster's trip to London only 
strengthens the British premier's hand. 

"Now. what is the iranant' for this 
erroneouB story of whajt thefrir seal con- 
ference is to compass at Washington 
next October? Simply this and nothing 
more: ' John Hay, to break 'the force 
of Mr. Foster's humiliating failure to re- 
open tbe question and that ' Shirtleeves' 
letter of May 10, begged Salisbury to let 
the British naturalists who have been 
studying the seals on our islands since 
IS'Jl meet our naturaliats at Washington 
next fall and compare their biological 
notes as to the animals, all reference to 
tbe revision of the existing regulations 
to be expressly barred from the dieetiE- 
sion. 

" Salisbury has admitted that that 1% 
all of it, and it ia simply nothing for tbe 
American case ; and as to an agreement, 
even in biological notes, that is veiry un- 
likely, judging from tbe wor^ of Jordan 
on our side and Thompsbn on the Brit- 
ish last season. 

" Calling in Russian and Japanese 
agents to this informal conference will 
not have the slightest effect one way or 
the other on the stand which the British 
agents may take or have taken. Canada 
controls this matter absolutely ; she has 
an easy task as things now are directed 
on our side ; she will again skin Foster 
as clean as she did abParia in 1S9S." - 
(Signed) " Henby W, Euliott." 



ME. LIEBES' CASE. 

He Realizes That His Company's Luck 
Must Chance With That of the 
Canadian Hunters. 

London, Aug. 2. — M. Herman Liebes, 
president of H. Liebes & Co., San Fran- 
cisco, which firm, with Mr. David Og- 
den Mills, the New York banker, and 
Mr. Lloyd Tevis, president of WbYIb, 
Fargo & Co.'b expresB syatem and alec 
that firm's bank, compose the rv'orth 
American Commercial Company', lessees 
from the United .States governinent of 
tho Pribyloff island seal rookeries, has 
uldressed a letter to the Times 
in which, among other tliinys, he 

ays: "I and my colleaguesof the North 
American Commercial Company entirely 
disclaim any drastic measures made in 
the interests of one nationality and 
against the interests of others, and we 
do not and never have sugaested that 
the English government ehould re- 
linquish the esercise of a lucrative ia- 
duatry without receiving and equivalent 
merely to increase " our " actual and 
prospective profit. Pelagic sealing is open 
to ourselves and to the world, and spesk- 
ing for myself (and I am sure 
I could have the co-operation of 
my colleagues) I should be perfectly 
willing to concur in any reasonable 
Agreement with our own and also witir 
the British government, with a vie\?r 
(either entirely, or at any rate fora given 
number of years) to discontinue the kilt- 
ing of seals ui)on the islands in ques- 
tion, as also all pelagic scaling; and I 
would do this, not becauae the killing of 
young bachelor seals as conducted 
upon the Pribyloff islands in any 
way endangers the propagation and 
existence of tbe seal (because I am sure 
it does not), bat simply to assist iu briDg- 
ing ahout an arrangement for the bub- 
pension of pelagic jsealing in order to 
avoid what I am certain will shortly 
come to pass, viz., the entire extermina- 
tion of the sealing waters in question; 
and further because the present barbar- 
ous system is rapidly destroying, in a 
very cruel way, a valuable industry. 

" I see from a notice which appears in 
the Standard of July 14 that Sir Louia 
H. Davies, Canadian minister o£ marine 
and fisheries, recently made a statement 
to a representative , of ,Reater'ii Agency

and Indians, while no leaa than 8,000 
Canadians are dependent upon the in- 
dustry, rrofeseor Thonipeon in hia re- 
port givea the number ot vessels and the 
number of people employed in the catch 
for the year 1896. Tbere were accord- 
ing; to this report slxty-flve veeaels 
.employed in the work, liavini? 
in the aggregate crews of SOD 
Vrbitemeu and 830 Indians, or 1,(>98 in 
alJ. Where, may I aek, are'the 8,000 
Canadians to whom Sir L.^H. Daviea al- 
ludes as bBiiig dependent on tbeindas- 
try, unleBS they be the shareholders of 
the conipaniea owning various vessels, 
and which aharelioldera certainly during 
the last three or four years uover saw as 
the result of seal tiahinf! a penny divi- 
dend, aa their ski na the last few years 
did not bring thirty ahillings per skin, 
and it certainly cost them forty shillings 
to catch them, and in some instances 
much more, 

" During the last seven years our com- 
pany (the eo-called urM monopolists) 
have killed only about 15,000 seals per 
iannum, and the average price received 
for the akins in London was certainly 
under £5 per skin gross. Last year's 
catch only brought us £3 IDs, per akin, 
and inasmuch as the skins cost us over 
X3 each, to aay nothing of our invested 
capital, you will Bee the monopoly ia not 
very large. 

" Surely there is nothing unreasonable 
in asking, even if Professor Thompson 
reports ' that the margin of safety is a 
narrow one if it baa been in some mea- 
sure overstepped,' that a conference be 
held to consider whether the regulations 
proposed by the Paris award are aufii- 
cient to protect the seal from total ex- 
tinction, or whether at any rate, some 
measures cannot be taken to preserve 
the lives of [he female seals and to avert 
the amount of the destruction by the 
slon proceea of starvation of so many 
tboneands of pupa. The arbitrators ex- 
pressly provided for the reconsideration 
of the regulations at .any time by 
agreement between the two po'werB 
interested, or at least at the 
end of five years, viz. AuguBt 1898. Up- 
on those who oppose so leasonabls a re- 
quest must rest the responsibility for 
the consequences which must iaevitably 
ensue, the ultimate extermination of the 
seal from the Pacific ocean by the bar- 
barous process of killing the mothers 
and starving their young. 

" I think that with proper regard to 
the facts above stated and the end in 
view, you will hardly consider the at- 
tempt to secure some alteration in the 
j}ieEent system ungracious." 

THE SMELTER PKOBLEM. 

Mr. Blackstock's Views on tl>e Duty of the 
Canadian Government, 

Winnipeg, Aug. 2. — Mr. Geo, Gooder- 
ham and Mr. H. T. Blackatock of Tor- 
onto, passed through the city on Satur- 
^ day en ronte home. They have been to 
'British Columbia looking after their 
variona mining interests, tlie principal 
one being the War Eagle mine. At this 
valuable property development only ia 
in progreBS. "We prefer to wait until 
the freight rates coiue down, aa they soon 
will, before taking out much ore for 
shipment. Wo are sinking shafts and 
generally improving our property," they 
said. 

Mr. Blackstock, speaking of the pro- 
posed establishment of a smelter at 
Xorthport, Bays : *' I do not think the 
govenuuent or the C.P.I\. will allow it, 
Tiiere ia a strong feeling abroad tliat we 
sliould retain all our mining industries 
■witliin oar country, particularly 
since the United States govern- 
ment has placed an export 
duty of $2 on lumber. I tliink the gov- 
ernment is fully alive to the seriouaneea 
of the contemplated movement in the 
direction indicated. Coal can be brought 
from Nanaimo, B.C., and the railway 
will undonbtedly make cheap rates to 
any smelting company." .

Mr. John 0. Gallbreath was a paasen 

Ker from the North by the steamer 
(iueen, arriving on Sunday night. The 
instructions from the Lands and Works 
Department authorizing Mr. Gallbreath 
to proceed with the work of putting the 
trail from Telegraph Creek to Teslin 
Lake in first class siiape were sent North 
by tiie steamer City ot Topeka last week 
but were not received by Mr. Oallbreath 
previous to his departure. 

The trail Mr. Gallbreath reports passa- 
ble for pack trains at the present time, 
80 long as they carry light loads. The 
atreams have to be forded, but aa the 
water in all the creeks at this time of 
year is at a very low stage no trouble 
could now be «zperienced on this ac' 
count. There are a few spots along the 
trail where gardens oould be made for 
roadside bouses. Grass in great abun 
dance grows all along the trail ; a com 
paratively level country ia found and the 
Hills met with are not a serious obstacle 
for either .ji trail or wagon road. 
The trail can be passed over 
or avoided altogether, the greatest dit- 
ticulty to be Burinounted on it being the 
awaiiipy nature ot the ground in placea, 
which, although dried out at present, ii 
very bad in the early part of the season 
When the roadway ia properly con- 
atructed- there will only beone hill ot any 
considerable altitude, and this extends 
from Telegraph creek to the summit of 
the mountain when passing from the 
creek to the west fork of the Tabh-tan 
stream. Over a good trail loaded ani 
mals would pass to the head of the lake 
iu twelve days, whereas it takes now 
fifteen days or over. 

" I have packed three loads over the 
trail this year, experiencing good 
weather. There has been an exceptional 
rain fall up there thia season, but the 
climate has been mild for all. 

"A proper light draught steamer for 
the river could carry freight from Wran 
gel to Telegraph for .$20 per ton, provid 
ing it had a considerable amount of 
freight to carry. The rates from here to 
Wraagel are high, and the whirf 
age at Wrangel is alao high, bu 
there is not sufficient trade at 
present to warrant them being reduced. 
Wharfage now at Wrangel is ^3 per ton, 
but if there was a large amount of 
freight passing up the river it would be 
reduced to a reasonable figure. A stern- 
wheel steamer of right build can aacend 
the Stickeen at any season, providing 
the ice is out. 

'•With the ice out of the river a steamer 
drawing 2i.j feet and liaving the freight 
capacity of 100 tons, could go up to 
Telegraph. 

" Navigation here opens in t!ie fore 
part of May, but a steamer baa made the 
trip in the last of April. She left 
Wrangel on the 27th or 2>Sth of that 
mouth and arrived atGlenora on thelaat 
day of the month. This happened in 1879. 
On the 15th of May, last year, I found 
ice in the river, but it was all gone next 
day. 

I do a little farming on Telegraph 
creek and raise hay for our pack tralna. 
Oats and barley are also grown success- 
fully either for hay or grain, but where 
these are grown the spots are like oases 
in the desert, the general face 
of the country producing nothing 
but grass and bushes. Below Glenora 
and extending down aa far aa (irand 
Rapids there are many fine pieces of 
land, suitable to growing almost any- 
thing. Some of it ia meadow land, 
where hay is cut and other places are 
covered with willows and Ijliu; k idilci. 
Teslin lake has been described as a line 
body of water about 100 miles in length 
and from three to Ove miles wide, 
Hootalinqua river ia described by 
those who have been up and down it as 
tree from snags and boulders and not 
nearly as rapid as tlie Stickeen. It is 
perfectly navigable for five months of 
the year, but the lake would not he 
navigable for more than tour months, 
[f I had the money to-morrow 1 would 
run a steamer from Teslin lake 
to the diggings and from Wran- 
gel to Telegraph, jiroviding the 
government woukl complete the 
trail, to say nothing of a good wagon 
road. A good twelve-fnot road coidd, ] 
think, be built fi.r .^IfiO.OOU. The trail 
now running to Deaa« lake, the old Caa- 
siar road, is now a lirst class one for 
pack trains, although a good many more 
hills have to be passed with 
not nearly so good feed as is 
to be found on the Teslin trail. 
I consider the Testin trail the only route 
over which one can get cattle or sheep 
into the Klondyke country," 

It is Mr. Callbreath's intention to re- 
turn North by the next steamer and car- 
ry out the intention of the irovernment, 
placing the trail in thorough repair. 
This work, will necessitate the building 
of only two bridges of anysize, and these 
will not be more than 100 feet long.

The experiment of visiting Ifanaimo 
for the annual jirixe meeting of the Brit- 
isli Columbia Ritle Association, has 
proved a very poiiularaa well aa auccasa- 
ful one, there being no disputing the 
fact that the range there ia the best yet 
established in the province and capable 
of extension and development with little 
trouble or expense.

CAKADIAK TUGS. • 

Not Required to Pay Consular Fees When 
Remaining in United States Ports Less 
than Forty Eight Hours. 

The following correspondence in re- 
gard to the tug Lorne explains itself: 
Hot). Mr. jOfliiV's, ifinister of Marine 
iDid Fislieries, Ollawa; 

De.vu Silt, — Wo are the managers and 
agents ol the British tue Lorne, and tliia 
veaael is engaged in general towing of 
ships in British Columbia and Puget 
Sound waters. When towing vessels to 
Port Townaend or Taconia, on Puget 
Sound, wo are called upon to pay the 
British conaular fee of .$1.'10 for no ser- 
vices rendered to us, and the American 
laws insist upon us calling at the former 
port for (luarantine. Several partnera of 
our firm being consuls for other coun- 
tries on this side we know they (l^ritisli 
consul8)are entitled to a fee twice a year, 
but it appears we are called upon to pay 
fees every time we touch at an American 
port where there is a British consul, and 
in fact it looks aa if we would be called up- 
on to pay.feeadaily|ifjour vesael touched at 
the aame port. We feel sure that there 
must be some regulation concemiuj; the 
payment of fees to British consuls in 
foreign ports, and we would respectfully 
aak you to advise us of the laws govern- 
ing this question, and if there are not 
any regulations in vogue concerning the 
payment of such fees. 

It seems to us to be altogether out of 
reason that if our vessel was to touch at 
an American port where a Britia con- 
sular is situated daily that she would 
have to pay about $1,500 per annum to 
the consul alone. Awaiting the favor of

Sii: : — I am directed by the Marquis of 
Salisbury to transmit to you the accom- 
panying copy of a letter from the board 
of trade, forwarding a complaint, re- 
ceived through the Canadian Deputy 
Minister of Marine and Fiaheris, from 
Messrs. It. Ward it Co., of Victoria, 
B.C., with reirard to the consular fees 
charged at Tacoma and Port Townsend 
in the case of the tug Fjorne. The mat- 
ter waa referred to Mr. Laidlaw, II, M. 
consul at Portland (Oregon), a copy of 
whose report is also encloseil. 

It will he seen that the Lorne is a tug 
hailing from Victoria, and is employed 
in the general towing of shipa in the 
waters of British Columbia and Puget 
Sound, and is constantly making short 
journeys across the straits to Port 
Townsend and Tacoma, which are just 
within the U.S. frontier. The vice-con- 
suls at those latter ports appear to be 
under the impression that the collectors 
of customs require her to produce the 
consular certificates or endorsements 
which are necessary when a vessel ar- 
rives after a regular voyage, and they 
have been charging the usual feea for 
the deposit of the ship's papers under 
section 'J57 of the Merchant Ship- 
ping Act. 1895, although the Lorne 
reuiaina in port less than forty-eight 
hours. H.M. Ambassador at Washing- 
ton waa therefore instructed by u dis- 
patch — copy of wliich is enclosed— to re- 
((ueat the H.S.G. to send inatructions to 
ttie coUectora at Port Townaend and Ta- 
coma to dispense with consular inter- 
vention in cases such as that of the 
Lorne. 

From a dispatch which haa been re- 
ceived from H.E. in reply, it would ap- 
pear, however, that no Buch re(|uire- 
inoiit is made by the U.S. authorities at 
tlioae ports when vessels remain in port 
less than forty-eight hour.-s, and that the 
oroduction of the consular eortilicaU; has 
been either voluntary on the part ol the 
maaler or the result of a mir^apprelien- 
aionon the part of the vice-coiiauls. Mr. 
Consul Laidlaw has therefore been re- 
(piested to inform the vice-consuls at 
Port Townaend and Tacoma that con- 
sular intervention is not necesaary, and 
that consequently no fees are leviable in 
such cases. 

I am to suggeat for the conaideration 
of Mr. Secretary Chamberlain that 
copies of this correapondence, or a sum 
iiiaryof ita contents, should be forward 
ed to the Canadian government in order 
that they may cause Messrs. Ward to be 
informed of the state of the case.— I

MR. ANDERSON'S MISSION. 

Mr. George Anderson, of Toronto, who 

goefi to Japan as a sort of general com- 
inifiBioner for the Canadian government 
loonciuire into the prospects of extend- 
ing trade relations between the two 
countries, baa a iniseion of very great 
importance, and as far as could be gath- 
ered from hia remarks made to the busl- 
nesa men and privately, he seems to tlio- 
rouj;hly appreciate the fact. While he 
will only remain in Japan in all eleven 
weeks, he can undoubtedly accomplish 
a great deal in that time, but it will 
necessarily be of a preliminary nature 
only. AVhat Canada needa ia a perma- 
nent commiaaioner in Japan from 
'Whom reporta ought to be pub- 
lished once a month for gen- 
eral diatribntion to the business com- 
munity. We are hopeful that this will 
1)6 one result of Mr. Anderson's miaaion. 

The lines in which trade can be de- 
veloped with Japan are numerous, but 
what naturally appeal to us first of all 
are those that effect British Golambia. 
We produce much in this Province that 
Japan needs, and it may be of interest 
to mention a few of the lines in which 
husiness can be developed. 

Laraber — The Japanese lumberaupply 
is quite inadecjuate to the needs of the 
country. Tliere are large forests, but 
the policy of the Rovernment ia to keep 
these intact in order that they may serve 
to retain moisture and tbaa prevent the 
rivers from drying up. No part of Japan 
is very far from the sea and the descent 
from the mountain range that forms 
the backbone of the country, is coiiee- 
([uently comparatively rapid ; hence if 
the country were denuded of trees, the 
rainfall would be carried ofT quickly and 
the rivers would be torrents for brief 
periods and for tiie remainder of the 
lime either creeks or dry water-courses. 
It is not easy to set a limit to the possi- 
ble consumption of lumber in Japan. 
A(. present the chief demand is for rail- 
way ties and bridge material ; but it is 
very evident that as the country ad- 
vances in the civilization of the Occident 
it will need vast (|iiantities of lumber 
for other iiurposes. The trade must be 
sludied very closuly. Japanese con- 
Eiimerb have much to learii about what 
they ought to buy, and Canadian ex- 
porters equally as much about the 
dimenaions that will command the most 
ready sale. 

Fish — Hitherto the people of Japan 
h;ive not been large fish consumers, but 
ui lute something Juia been done in tlie 
way of caiuiing salmon. Tho supply is 
very limited. During the war with Chi- 
na, the Japanese War department ex- 
perimented with canned flah aa a food 
for the troopa with very satisfactory re- 
aulte. There seems to be not much 
doubt about the market for canned sal- 
3uon in Japan being well worthy of iuves- 
tlKation. It seems jioEHible also that, 
both in Japan and China, a market 
jnight be found for smoked and 
salted salmon, for which purposes tho 
coarser varietiea could be used. Much 
has to be learned on this point, not only 
as to the quality of the goods needed, 
but as to how they ought to be put up, 

Beef — The military authorities in 
Japan are feeding beef to the soldiers 
and it has been announced oilicially that 
a meat diet is to be more largely used in 
the army. . Japan cannot produce very 
ipncb meat. In tho first place, animals 
deteriorate in Japan, that is, they do not 
attain the sizes that make beef- raising 
'profitable.'' Among the reasons which 
account for the pooniuality of tho native 
cattle are defective knowledge of breed- 
ing and feeding, the increase of popula- 

vtidoi and the rigid forestry eystem which 

•$ff-,., • ' ' 



have greatly reduced the ' available pas- 
turage, and ignorance of how to handle 
cattle in a commercial manner which has 
caused the industry to be neglected. 
The Japanese are greatly increasing 
their consumption of meats and there is 
very little doubt that a large market 
will be developed there for fresh meat 
sent in cold storage and for corned beef. 

Leather— Japan needs a great deal of 
leather. The country that supplies the 
beef can supply the leather. We have 
in British Columbia vast forests of hem- 
lock, and if we can develop a beef trade 
with Japan, so as to warrant a large 
addition to our range cattle, there is no 
good reason why we cannot tan tho 
hides here and export them also to that 
country. It is true that the Japanese 
have shown a disposition to establish 
their own tanneries, but tanneries need 
hides and some tanning substance, and 
it ought to be possible for us in British 
Columbia, if we produce the hides, hav- 
ing the tanning material at hand to 
manufacture the leather ourselves and 
sell it in Japan as cheaply as tho Japan- 
ese could import both hides and bark 
and do the tanning at home. 

Hops—The quality of British Colum- 
bia hops is such that they are likely to 
meet with a very ready sale in Japan, 
where beer drinking, among the other 
custouia of OccideuLiil civiii/.alioi), ia 
steadily on the increase. 

Horses — We have before us the report 
of the Japanese Department of Agricul- 
ture in regard to horses, in which a re- 
sume is given of the attempts to de- 
velope the horse raising industry, and 
the confession is made that they have 
been a failure. " Tho ellbrts of private 
individuals and the encouragement of 
the government," says tho report, "have 
failed to achieve any perceptible suc- 
cess." The report Bays it is practically 
impossible to complete the national ar- 
mament from the available horse supply. 
There is little doubt that our hardy 
rnniro horses would very well meet the 
needs of the Japanese army. Tha men 
are lighter in weight and smaller in sta- 
ture than Europeans, and smaller cav- 
alry horses would be needed. For artil- 
lery heavy animals would be required. 

Coal and Iron — Japan has both coal 
and iron, but only enough for local pur- 
poses, at present rates of consumption, for 
a comparatively short period. It is cal- 
culated that the coal supply will be ex- 
hausted in forty years. Aa the uses to 
which coal will be put are increasing all 
the time, it ia not probable that the 
supply will last for that period. The 
iron mines are not extensive. British 
Columbia can supply both these articles 
in e}JiauBtless quantities. 

Fruit— Several shipments of apples, 
prunes and plums have been made to 
Japan and met with a ready sale. There 
seems reason to believe that a large mar- 
ket can be developed for auch fruita as 
British Columbia produces in perfection. 
The Japanese are growing fond of a 
variety in their diet. 

The foregoing superficial review of 
some of the lines in which trade can be 
developed between British Columbia and 
Japan shows how very important the 
commerce ia likely to become, which Mr. 
Anderaon has gone to study. We com- 
mend his mission most heartily. It was 
along the sarao lines as Sir Mackenzie 
Bowell did such good service. As a 
leading shipping man said yesterday, 
" Our commerce with Asia is only begin- 
ning. What we want to dp is to hold 
our own now. By and bye we will reap 
great profits." 

.1 SEATTLE PAPER'S LTYSTERICS. 

To many persona the language used by 
the Post-Intelligencer in its issue of Sat- 
urday in regard to the supply of the 
Yukon reads like a confession of defeat. 
Thai paper editorially warns miners 
against what it ia pleased to call the 
rusty goods of provincial stores, mean- 
ing thereby what is for sale in Victoria. 
It is hardly necessary to treat this sort 
of thing seriously. The Alaska Com- 
mercial Coini)any buys tiiouHiinds of dol- 
lars worth of floods in Victoria every 
year, and presumably it knows some- 
thing about the quality of goods. We 
do not desire to make comparisons, which 
are proverbially odious, but this we will 
say, that when it cornea to the extent 
and quality of their stocks, their capital 
and credit, their business standing and 
entornriee, the merchants of Victoria 
liavu no need to give place to those of 
Seattle. More than this we will notsay, 
because we feel satisfied that the Post- 
Intelligencer in its remarks to which we 
have referred has only given an exhibi- 
tion of juvenility that the best people in 
Seattle will wholly disown. 

It would bo u great mistake to create 
any uiipleaKanlness between tho two 
cities. Victoria people feel very kindly 
towards Seattle and spend many thous- 
ands of dollars there every year.

We do not feel much like taking the 
time to say anything in reply to the 
attack made by the Timea upoii Hon. 
Col. Baker, nor like asking our rea&ers 
to give the matter any attention. Just 
now inany very important matters are 
engaging public attention, matters in- 
finitely more important than the ecandala 
which a disgruntled newspaper can 
evolve from its diseased imagination. 
We suppose that in the whole course of 
British Columbia politics there baa beea 
nothing so grossly untrue, so deliberately 
unfair and so inexcusably malicious as 
the article in question. The statement 
that Col. Baker has during his term in 
the ministry devoted himself largely or 
otherwise to obtaining and selling the 
B. C. Southern charter is an unqualified 
falsehood, and the Times knew it was so 
when it made-it. The charter Avas ob- 
tained by the company with which Col. 
Baker is connected, and the coal lands 
in the pass were bought by him and his 
associates, before he entered the minis- 
try. The truth of the matter ia that Col. 
Baker came to British Columbia, ex- 
plored a portion of it thoroughly, inves- 
ted his money on the strength of his own 
judgment, and has done what he could 
to ojien Southwestern Kootenay. We 
are sure that everyone will be glad if he 
is able to make something out of hia in- 
vestments. He has not made anything 
out of hia connection with the railway 
company and is not likely to. Hia pro- 
fit, if any, will come from the fact that 
he had suUicient faith in the province to 
put his money in it. The Colonist 
hopes that that profit will be equal to 
his faith. 

The Times refers to certain statements 
attributed to Hon. Mr. Martin. We 
have Mr. Martin's authority for saying 
that he made no such stateraenta. It 
also alleges that Col. Baker has ordered 
the removal of the governineiit offices 
from Fort Steele to Craubrook. This is 
false. There is not eo mucli as a scin- 
tilla of evidence to support it. On the 
contrary, Col. Baker obtained an appro- 
priation of :)ii500 for a gaol at Fort Steele, 
which is being built, and another of J800 
for a school house ther(>. There is no 
intention on the part of Col. Baler or 
anyone else to remove the government 
othces from Fort Steele,

THE STICKEEN-TESLIN KOAD, 

To TJrij EoiToit: — I notice a strong 
effort being made to get the government 
committed to a heavy expenditure on a 
road from the Stickeen to Tealin lake 
this season, but no one seems to consider 
where the money is to come from or how 
the government ia to be recouped for its 
outlay. After the road is built there 
will be nothing taxable all along it to 
bring any returns to the treasury. No 
doubt it will be in the interest of the 
trading ooniinunity to get the goveru- 
mont committed and the road biiiU re- 
gardless of how the money is to bu raised , 
out it will be well for the governmeat to 
remember that the taxpayer has to be 
reckoned with, and if we are to build the 
road some means must he devieed where- 
by the trade to be beuelitcd shall pav 
the bill. 

The road cannot very well be classed 
under that old and well worn stock 
phrase known as " beini: an expenditure 
on a reproductive "work," because the 
countrv to be opened lies 'beyond our 
jurisdiction, nor is it the first cost only 
which will have to be cdrisidered. If 
there should be much traffic it will cost 
a large amount yearly for repairs in that 
damp country. 

If the liritiah Columbia government 
are expected to buikl and maintain this 
rond it would appear to bo a case wliere 
the fairest means of repaying the piov- 
"ncB will b3 by eatablishinc a toll gate 
on it. This would provide a fund suffi- 
cient to maintain the road, pay interest 
and create a sinking fund to meet the 
priueipal without making it a burden on 
the rest of the province. If this princi- 
pal were adopted enough money could 
be put in the road to render it suitable 
for traction engines to run and carry 
freight. Should they prove sncceasful 
the cost of freight ought to ba reduced 
more than sufficient to cover any toll 
cluugea. Nor would this be all by any 
means. If once the road were opened 
and traction engines successfully operat- 

ng on it there does not appear to be any 
reason why the river aliould not be util- 

aed all winter by the road engiuea run- 
ning on thu ice. The severe and long 
continued frost of tboae regiona would 
provide a road bed (juite feasible for any 
reasonable weight and aa the route would 
be a level grade liy lit engines couUl handle 
a large amount oi freight at a coat which 
o ight to compare favorably with railway 
rates. 

If the road and rivei;' can bo sueceas- 
uUy operated in some such way it would 
solve the transportation question very 
soon, without entailing a tieavy burden 
on the taxpayers of British Columbia. 

Possibly some may be opposed to levy- 
ing tolls, but I submit those who object 
to such «. ma le oi taxation ought to sug- 
gest a better way of meeting ths dilli- 
culty. 1 am in f ivor of utilizing Iho 
credit of the country to aasiet in opening 
the North, but it must be only after 
some plan lias been matured by whiclr 
the estienditnre will be met. Hounding 
on the government to spend a large 
amount of money and then when tiie 
work is done turning roundand accuaiu;; 
them of extravagance in spendinu it may 
be very good' politics for the purpose of 
eil'ecting a change in the holders of 
ollicss, but it cuts a very araall figure in 
the way of meeting our obligations when 
they become due. I trust the govern- 
ment will see to it that there shall be 
some means provided for meeting any 
obligations they may propose to incur 
before committing themselves. It the 
trade ia worth having it can afford to nay 
for the road. J. P. B.

The poseibility of extending the trade 
between Canada and Japan was die- 
cussed yesterday forenoon at a meeting 
of busineaa men, with Mr. George Ander- 
son, the newly appointed Dominion 
trade commisaioner to the Mikado em- 
pire. It was quite an informal discuS' 
ion, but a good deal of information was 
gathered and Mr. Anderson made notes 
of various enbjecta which he will look 
into when he reaches Japan. 

Introduced by Mr. Geo. A. Kirk, presi- 
dent of the Board of Trade, Mr. Ander- 
son made a Short preliminary addreea 
which shows he is a man of practical 
ideas and common sense. He referred 
to the growing taste in Japan for the 
food stuBs and commodities of western 
nations. For instance, a large quantity 
of tlour was now being imported into 
Japan and he believed that the extra 
quality of Canadian flour would secure 
a market there. Then he looked for- 
ward to an increase in the imports by 
Japan of lumber and in this trade 
British Columbia should have its 
share and indeed profit more than 
any other portion of Canada. 
Whether Canada could compete in 
woolena with the exports in tfiat line 
sent to Japan he did not know, but he 
had been informed by a man who was 
posted in tliat trade that in coarse tweeds 
Canada could successfully compete. The 
Japanese were now usin^ a great deal of 
leather, and he believed British Colum- 
bia could send their tannint' extracts 
witli good results. Ho intended durinc 
his stay in Japan to Snd out just in 
what linea Canada could profitably es- 
port to that country. He touched also 
on the necessity of some urrangementa 
by which the Japanese could deal with 
tbe manufacturers direct, and to do this 
sjme change must be made to have 
proper banking facilities. 

^ir. 0. II. Lugrin for Jlr. Andcrson'a 
information stated that in a conversa- 
tion ho had had witli .Mar(i uis Ilo that 
Japanese etatesman had iiKiired about 
the jioHsibilities of getting iron ore from 
t;liis coast, and also wbetlier there were 
any coal mines that could be purchnaed. 
He had also stated that for the next few 
years Japan would have a great 
demand for railway ties and lum- 
ber lor bridge work as the Japanese 
railways were being changed from nar- 
row to broad guage. It was understood, 
too, that for beef and boraea there would 
be a good demand in .Tapan. 

Mr. I''. C. Davidge believed that large 
(luautities of bark for tanning might be 
sent from liritish Columbia to Japan. 

Mr. Anderson proiniseil to look into 
the points presenti'd to hi iii , and said 
that in addition to iron ores, he believed 
that Japan iiiiported large (jiiantities ol 
lead. Mritiah Coluniljia hojis, too, he 
believed might find a market in Japan. 

Mr. W. Ward and Mr. Davidge, in re- 
ference to the liiiiiber qiieslion, refinest- 
eil ]\Ir. Anderson to e\:phi.in to the Japs 
that often their orders at preaunt were 
sent for impossible sizes aud outs, as 
tliey did not seem to (juite understand 
the question properly. Mr. Ward, too, 
expressed the belief that British Ooluin- 
bia mi;?ht be able to build up an Indlis- 
try of aupiilying Japan with bechede 
nier, or sea cucumber, which Orientals 
esteem a delicacy, and which is to be 
found in large quantities ou this coast. 

Oapt. Cox, who has been in Japan a 
nnmber of limes, stated that the Japan- 
ese since the war had found out the ad- 
vantagea of mixed foods, and for that 
reason there ought to a lai|io and grow- 
ing market for Wcaicni fond ijrodacts.

from the Deputy Minister of Agricultuie 
at Ottawa and read as follows : 

Ott.vwa, July 22. 

City Clerk, Vieloi-ia: 

Sir : — I have the honor to acknowledge 
the ireceipt of your letter of the 15 th 
inetint in reference to a grant in aid 
of the Darcy island leper station, and 
have to inform you that the minister has 
decided that he cannot see his way to 
make any grant. He is at present ah 
Bent from homo, but on his return I will 
submit your letter to him. 

W. B. ScAUTir. 
Deputy Minister of Agricuiture. 

The Mayor thought this a very ex tra- 
ordinary stand for the Minister of Agri- 
culture to take. To refuse to continue 
: the grant that was hitherto given the 
city in aid of Darcy Island lazaretto 
seemed an unfair discrimination against 
Britisii Columbia in view of the fact that 
t\iQ Dominion bore the whole expense of 
the Tracadie station in Nova Scotia. 

Aid. McCandless also expressed him- 
self disaatiaUed with this letter and said 
that if the grant was not forthcoming 
the city should send their views upon 
the subject to the minister. 

The letter was laid over for the mean- 
time pending further communication on 
the matter. 

F. El worthy, on behalf of the business 
men, sent in a letter asking that the coun 
cil give an appropriation towards adver 
tiaing the city, in view of the great im- 
portance of the Yukon trade in Victoria. 

Aid. McOandlesa said that he had at 
tended the meeting of business men at 
which it was decided to advertise the 
city. He thought that it would do a 
great deal of good to let people know 
that the Klondyke mines were in Cana 
da and that Victoria was a better place 
to outfit in than Seattle. He was strong 
ly in favor of giving aBsistance to the 
business men. 

The letter was then referred to the 
finance committee to report. 

Admiral Palliser wrote in the mat 
ter of the proposed residence, thank 
iog the conncil for their action and 
stating that he has submitted the propo- 
sition for the favorable conaideratiou of 
the admiralty. 

Next came a report from L. B. Ham 
lin in reference to the water works. It 
read as follows : 

To His Worship the Mayor, City of Vic- 
toria : 

SiK,— In accordance with your inatruc- 
tiona, I have made a careful examination 
of the filter beda and reservoira of the 
water worka at Beaver Lake, and have 
the honor to submit the followiuK short 
report. 

The work, which has been constructed 
by the contractors, is seriously defective, 
especially that in the concrete walls oi 
the filter beds, which, according to con- 
tract, should be watertight; they are not 
so, but, on the contrary, are full of fis- 
sures and cracks, by which the water 
passes througli in small streams. In or- 
der to test these defects with greater ac- 
curacy, I had the water let into the east 
filter chamber on last Monday evening 
and cuade a second examination of the 
workj on the Tuesday following, when 
large leakagea were plainly developed in 
the walla at aeveral pointa — from the 
eist filter chamber into the centre cham- 
ber, and from the centre chamber into 
the west chamber — also in the main 
wall, which caused the water between 
the main wall and coffer dam to rise 
three inches. Heavy leaks showed also 
through thy end wall next to the bank 
of the reservoir, and a very large leak 
appeared at the northeast angle of the 
reservoir, where men are now engaged 
covering the slope with concrete. 

As a matter of fact all the concrete 
walls are of very defective construction. 
The water in llie centre filter chaniljer 
rose aeveral inches and could bo detected 
boiling up thruugli the sand bed in many 
places. Had tost, holes dug through the 
Aand and gravel in west filler chamber, 
which resulted in showing a large quan 
tity of water in the chamber and swriuue 
cracks in the concrete walls through 
which water was passing in small 
streams. A large quantity of water 
worked into the reservoir, which made it 
nucesBa^y to keep the pump constantly 
at work. 

These defective walls are the result of 
had workmanship, imperfect bonds have 
been made in the concrete layers, other 
causes may have resulted from improper 
mixing of the concrete, not putting it 
into the work in proper time, the using 
of inferior cement, and not carrying oat 
the specified proportions of materials. 

The leakagea from outside the main 
wall I infer are chiefiy through the wall 
and reach the filter beds, to some ex- 
tent, through the rabble walla, on which 
the influent ducts and culverts are sup- 
ported. Theae culverts ahould have 
been aupported on concrete walls from 
at least four feet below the top surface 
of the puddle bed. It is not a natural 
conclusion that the water percolates 
through the puddle bed, provided it has 
been properly put in, of this no occular 
observation was obtainable.

Srit, — As a result of the recent test of 
the filter beds at Beaver lake, we have 
arrived at the conclusion, after several 
consultations, that the following ia the 
best method to adopt for the purpose of 
making the filter beds suHiciently tinht 
to be workable, viz. : Fill in with clay 
iiuddio in front of the main dam wall. 
Remove all the filtering material, ex- 
amine the walls and concrete fioor, and 
have all visible fissures stopped with 
cement. Before replacing the filtering 
material have the water turned into each 
filter bed alternately, and also apply any 
otbor test that may be considered neces- 
sary. It leakage still exists from under 
the culveits, have them taken up and 
impervious material, say 4 feet in depth, 
placed under them. If the water leaks 
through the walls in any considerable 
quantity where there are no apparent 
openingB, but simply on account of their 
baing too porous, then it will be a mat- 
ter for further consideration as to the 
bast means to be adopted.

MELTED SNOW POWER. 



Swiss Towns That Utilize the Slonntaln 
Stream's. 

Besides a considerablo number of 
large water power iustallationH Switzer- 
land is full of small power pliints, nearly 
every town in that land of mountains 
and waterfalls being well supplied with 
power from tho ' 'white coal, ' ' as the 
melting snow oq the momntain sides has 
well been called. 'Wlicn there are no 
large streams, many small ones arc im- 
pounded and collected in reservoirs 011 
the hilLsidea, and it . is rare to find u 
place of any size which is not well 
lighted by tho power of some monutain 
stream. 

At Montroux tho electric tramway 
gets it.s power in this way, and from the 
old Eonian town of Vevey to tho me- 
diawal castlo of Chilian one may ride iu 
a trolley ear propelled by tho power ol 
an iiisigiiilifiiitt little stream which may. 
or jiiay not be noticed when climbing 
up tlic hill.sidns just above. 

The capabilitie.s of this general util- 
izatiou of natural power are beginning 
to be understood overy^vhere, and, witli 
tho appreciation of the possibilities ol 
the he.st methods of loug.distanco trans- 
uiis.sioii, tlio devolopuieiit of many moun- 
tain streams must surely come. There 
are innumerable streams, which, while 
very small, are yet very high, and these 
can with comparatively little difficulty 
be ijnpoiiiided and caiTied down many 
hundred.s of feet, thus making aip foi 
their lack of volume by the great pres- 
sure readily obtainable, and, either by 
tho use of electricity or compressed air, 
the ])owcr may be transmitted to many 
points of application with but little 
lojis. — Cas.iiicr's Magazine.

Danube" AAViiy With a Crowd of 
Miners For the Northern 
Gold Fields. 



People Thronff the Wharves to Bid 
the Adventurers Good-By and 
Good Fortune. 



There waa an enormous crowd on the 
wharfs on Sunday night to see tlie Dan- 
ube steam away to the north with her 
load of gold aeekera aboard. It waa about 

10 o'clock wlien the veaael started, and 
that gave opportunity for people who 
had been at church to get down to tbe 
dock after the evening service to eay 
farewell to their friends. Tbe crowd 
was as large as that which saw the Isl- 
ander away, every point of vantage along 
the wharfs being occupied by excited 
crowds. The people who left, and es- 
pecially the ones who got auppliea in 
Victoria, were, if anything, better fitted 
out than their predecessors on the Isl- 
ander. There was one man, however, 
who seems to believe in travelling light, 
for everything he possessed was a box of 
biscuit, a box of tools and his blankets. 
He evidently conaiders that there is a jiro- 
vidence watching over him specially, for 
h'j seemed perfectly Balislied that though 
others might pine for the fleBlijiota of 
JO;^ypt and want to co.'iie home, that lie 
would make out all right aonieliow. 

Dr. Richardson took along with him 
in Ilia outfit a fine case of inatrunieiua 
which his medical friends presented to 
him on Saturday night. Tliere were in 
all 150 passengers with over 100 horaet, 
and besides that quite a number of dogs, 
including Mr. Hulbert's bulldogs, which 
formed perhaps one of tbe great curios- 
ities of the contents of the Danube. 

No arrangements have as yet been 
made by which the customs department 
will remit the amount of duties collected 
at the new posts at the passes into the 
Yukon valley. Glenora, on the Stickeen 
ia at present the nearest office to those 
lately opened that makes remittancea to 
Victoria. At preaent the collectiona 
from the former port are sent down by 
canoe and steamer twice a year and 
amount to about $2,000 all told, 
the charge for transportation and 
iuBurance being borne by the department. 
The rumor current on tiie street yeater- 
day to the ellect that !f3.00 insurance per 
$1,000 waa charged on payments made 
to the department atFortCudahy ia en 
tirely incorrect and equally so is the re- 
ported deposit of $160,000 with the au- 
thorities for transmiasioQ here by a 
former Victorian.

Thatis What Sehaf-bashi Says 
About the Country Which 
the Shah Rules. 



Fruit Grows in Wonderful Luxuri- 
ance— A Conntry of Great 
Possibilities. 



" Persia ia Paradise, but it is out of 
repair." So said Sehaf-bashi, general 
curator of all the libraries in the domin- 
ions of the Shah, whose home ia Tehran 
(that's the way he spells it, not Teheran) 
cai)ital of the country named. " There 
is nothing we cannot produce in Persia," 
he said, "except the mango and the 
banana. We grow the finest fruits in the 
world. They are excellent, magnificent, 
good. And flowers — they sell flowers in 
Europe. Flowers are free like the air in 
Persia. We gather milliona of rosea to 
make the beautiful perfume. What do 
we eat? Oh, many thinga. We have 
the finest sheep. You can get ten or 
fifteen pounds of tallow out of a aheep in 
Persia. And it is lovely tallow. It 
makes the most beautiful oil to cook 
with. What do you make oil out of to 
cook with?" When told that wo allowed 
things to fry in their own gravy or used 
butter, Sehaf looked unutterable pity 
and said: "Yon should see our beauti- 
ful sheep and the lovely oil that tastes 
like the oil of roses amells," and he eat 
in contemplation awhile evidently long- 
ing for a taate of the lovely oil and the 
beautiful sheep's meat. "We raised 
eighty bushela of wheat from one," he 
said. " Wo could send you audi fruit aa 
you never tasted, but have no boxes to 
put it in, nothing to make them out of, 
and could not make them anyway. Our 
people do not know very much. We 
want capital and we want people who 
know how to do thinga. I have travelled 
over Europe and America and 1 have 
seen nothing like Persia. The climate is 
not hot and it is not wet; the ground is 
fertile "—and at this he went oft' into a 
rhapsody that would have done for a 
part of Lalla Rookh, closing with tlie 
sentence with which this article opens. 

Shehaf-baahi ia making a tri[) around 
the world in order to report to hia sover- 
eign " how other people live" and he 
will put hia observations in a book. He 
came from Tehran by way of the Cas- 
pian sea and liiissia. He will go home 
by way of the Persian gulf and will have 
to ride 900 miles on horBeback after he 
leaves hia ehip to roacli the capital.
